THE REVOLUIION IN RUSSIA. ~~ 


The situation in Russia does not show any 
improvement. Oa every side there is chaos, 
and every day the condition of Rassia goes 
from worse to worse, and the startling evi- 
dences of organisation that are provided by 
the wholesale extent of the area ot revolt 
are driving many observers to “hail the 
dawn” for Russia as Fox did for France. 
The revolatiocary movement has been com- 
pared to that which took place in France 
after the assemblage ofthe States-General : 
and the parallel isa striking, and in many 
respects a jaost one. Bat if the Rassians, as 
has been remarked, have greater difficalties 
to face before they can achieve freedom, 
since they have not even the tradition of it, 
and no feeling of national unity such as ani- 
mated France, there is one point on which 
they possess an enormous advantage. Through- 
out the French Revolution the Roman 
Catholic Church was practically a negligible 
quantity : if it attracted attention, it was only 
because it inspired the passionate hate 
of the Mountain, and the ridicale of the 
Sansculottes. Bat the Church in Rassia has 
played a part that it has never attempted 
in Western Earope. Since the Empire was 
established a thousand) years ago, it has been 
ia the van of every national movement. It has 
blessed the expeditions against the Tartars and 
the Tarks ; it has endeavoured to be the pro- 
tector of all the O-iental Christians ; ; it has 
sympathised with the peasant in his distress, 
and at times ithas formulated’ the Imperial 
policy. Bat last Jannary it was‘ priest of the 
Church who led the workmen at St. Peters- 


oder. } burg: and it is significant in the highest 


degree that the c'ergy seem now to have aban- 
doned the Government. If they, whose inflaence 
is naturally exerted ia favor of the Autocracy, 

tarn against it, what can be expected of that 
vast mass of peop'e wh? ara wavering in their 
allegiance, and what exce3ses may not be — 
aaticipated from those who have already 
decided on Revolation as the one thing nead- 

fal to dave thair country 1 Ths fate of Rassia 
lies in her own hands. Whether a measure of 
popular control is to be the ultimate rale 
for the Mascovite Enpire rests with the 
people. The dole result visible at present ‘is 
complete stagaation of commerce, and sbso- 
lute chaos everywhere. Watil her internal 


affairs are decided, Rassia will hardly count 


among the Councils of the Great Powers : 
and the situation, unfortunate'y, revots on the 
rest of Earope disastrously, not only so far as 
basiness is concerned, bat in graver fashion 
as giving dangerous opportanities for ambition 
elsewhere.

QUESTION OF THE CONCESSION. 


EXCITEMENT ON BOURSES. 


The great excitement which was display- 
ed on the Alexandria and Cairo Bourses 
yesterdsy, in the rash to dispose of Salt and 
Soda rhares, was revewed this morning, 
when a further fall took place and tens of 
thousands of shares were disposed cf. At 
midday some +trong buyers appeared on the 
market a: < a slight recovery took place. The 
shaies clored when we went to press at 
24a. 6d. 

It is stated that the Egyptian Government 
has withdrawn the salt ooncessicn, bat that 
there are grounds for ee that an srrange- 
ment will be arrived af between the company 
and the Government, so that a modus vivendi 
may be established. This news is, however, not 
official, bat merely the sabstance of what is 
a'leged on the Alexandria Bourse. 


Lord Cromer’s remarks on the sabject in his 
last Report are worthy of quotation at the 
preent jnuctore, His lordship says :—“I re- 
gard thie (the salt mooopoly) as one of the 
greatest of the remaining blots on the existing 
fi-cal system. A coantry less adapted for a 
monopoly of salt than Upper Egypt can hardiy 
be imagined. ‘The desert is fuil of salt, which 
can be had for the trouble of taking it away. 
In the long narrow strip of inhabited land, 
there are but few viliages which are far from 
some salt deposit. Smuggling, of course, takes 
place. and it is practicaily impossible to stop 
it. In 1904, 1,716 cases of contraband occurred ; 
tho namber of persons fined or imprisoned 
was 1,223. In the remaining cases, the salt was 
seized, and the avimals osed in smuggling 
‘The namber of snuimals 
thas covfixcated was 489. The offenders rarely, 
if ever, pay tie fines imposed, and, [ coaceive, 
do not mach mind being imprisoned for a 
short tme. Confiscation of the animals is 
probaly « more severe pupishment, as it must 
often redace the culprits, who are all very poor,

In this way they escaped mary 
of the diseases not only of old age but of 
advanced middle life. Again, it most not be 
forgotten that each generation represented to 
a mrcb larger extent than is now the case 
the survival of the fittest. Most of the 
wesklings died in childhood. The triamph of 
modern hygiene is, that it has preserved a 
large proportion of these lives; on this we 
may fairly pride ourselves from the homani- 
tarian point of view, bat we must not shot our 
eyes to the fact that it has the serious draw- 
back of lowering the general standard of 
health, and of sapping tbe vigour of the race. 
Anotber factor which must be taken into 
account in estimating the prevalence of diseases 
is our: vastly greater power of recognising 
them. Discnesing this question in an article 
which recently sppeared in the “Nouvelle 
Revue,” Dr. P. L. Hauser says :— 
“What then is the cause of the maltiplica- 
tion of disease #18 this multiplication merely 
.apparent, being due firat to the progress of 
natural science and then to the new knowledge 
which we have obtained with reference to path- 
ology ? While the fact of this new knowledge 
is indisputable this Isst hypothesis is insoffi- 
cient to explain the sbsolute silence, main- 
tained by the most distinguished physicians of 
past years, with reference to a great many of 
the diseares of our epoch. While biological 
science has made immense strides in recent 
years, we caunot deny to the physicians of 
anciett times 8 profound spirit of observation. 
Yet we look in vain for the least mention of 
diseases such as diphtheria, progressive loco- 
motor ataxia, progressive muscular atrophy, 
Parkinson’s disease, Basedow’s disease, general 
paralysis of the insane, and the diffrent sorts 
of cerebrospinel sclerosis, all of which are 
frequent to-dsey.” 
~ Dr, Hauser’s remark is, the ‘Practitioner’ 
thinks, too sweeping. A very fair description of 
diphtheria is to be found in Aretasos. It is by 
no means eafe to infer, because no mention is 
to be found in old writers of diseases of obscure 
and perplexing symptomatology, that they did 
not exist. This argument would equally prove 
that many other diseases are of modern de- 
velopment. Round ulcer of the stomach was go 
utterly anknown in the seventeenth cantary, 
that the discovery of the lesion at the post- 
mortem examination of the body of a Royal 
princess was held to be a proof’ of poisoning, 
and for politica! reasons was explained away 
as the result of an awkward use of the aciss_rs. 
Appendicitis again may be more common now 
than formerly, but we know that it did exist 
long before it was generally recognised, and it 
may fairly be assumed that it has existed since 
man had an appendix. Yet there is no mention 
of itin the ancient writers,

FRENCH PROTESTORATE RENOUNCED. ' 

A telegram from Constantinople states that 
the Superior of the Italian Mission of the 
Franciscane, Father Joseph Caneva, celebrated 
a Requiem Mess there for the victims of the 
earthquakes in Calabria, in the pre-ence of the 
Italian Ambaseador and Consul-Ganeral, the 
officers of tbe Italian guardship, and the 
members of the Italian colony. It will be 
remembered that Father Caneve, in obedience 
to the orders of the Vatican, informed the 
French Ambassador at Constantinople, in 
September last, that being unwilling any 
longer to remain under the Protectorate of 
France he had placed himself under the 
Protectorate of Italy. The other religions 
missions sent their Superiors to the Reqniem 
Mass, which inaugurated the taking possession 
of the Italian missions at Constantinople by 
the Italian Ambasea‘or. 


BRITAIN AND ITS NEIGHBOURS 


The “Edinborgh Raview” takes a hopefal 
view of the fatare relations of the Powers. In 
sober truth, it remarks, is there reasonable 
ground for anticipating the occurrence of a 
life-and-death straggle between the British 
Empire and a combination against it of the 
great nations of the Continent? Is it quite 
rational to anticipate a future in which the 
United Kingdom, the centre of the commerce 
of the whole world, will be perforce entirely 
dependent upon its internal resources, and 
will glare out, so to speak, from behind its 
moat, and with its drawbridges raised, against 
millions of encircling foes panting for its de- 
struction ? It is sufficiently lamentable that in 
the early years of the twentieth cantary s0 
gloomy a prospect should loom before the eyes 
of Eoglishmen. We have, assuredly, no right 
to calonlate oa perpetual peace. It is possible 
on the other hand, to give too much rein to the 
imagination in pictaring the dangera of the 
coming yeara... . . When we take a general 
-urvey of our own position in either hemi- 
spbere, we are qnite unable to see that it 
necessitates the taking of such gigantic mea- 
sures as are recommended to oa. Lord Roberts 
is unjost in suggesting that the British people 
are either indifferent to military matters or 
that they are unwilling to make sacrifives. But 
feasonable men ought at least carefully to 
weigh the real danger of their condition before 
they saddle themselves with burdens which 
must greatly hamper the growth and prosperity 
of the people.

Associations, has sent to the press a copy of 
the following communication he has received 
from Mr. §E. A. Calvin, president of the 
Farmers’ Edocational and Co-operative Union 
of America (Dallas, Texas) :— ‘The Farmers’ 
Educational and Co-operative Union of Americs, 
which is composed almost exolusively of 
cotton planters, was organised about three 
years 8go, and has grown «0 rapidly that to- 
day we nomber almost a half-million members. 
One of the main purposes of the organisation 
is to establish a friendly intercourse between 


| the planter and the spinner, and'to this end we 


are bending our efforts, Your public utterances 
recently have grestly encouraged us, and we 
hope in the near fatare to perfect soch an 
arrangement with the spinners of the world 
as to eliminate from the cotton trade a large 
percentage of its specalative nature. Cotton 
growers are getting tired of ancertain condi- 
tions and want~to establish a mediam throngh 
which business can be done legitimately and 
to the intera-t of both spinners and producers. 
Cotton growers do not want an exorbitant 
price for their prodacts, but, on the contrary, 
they are willing to farnish the world’s demand 
at fair and legitimate prices. They farther 
want the price to be stable and as near uni- 
form as possible. Conditions have forced us to 
keep on the bull side of the market, and 
unless something is done to relieve the situa- 
tion, which is the result of unnatural and 
unreasonable specalation, we will be foreed to 
organise more compactly for a great ball 
campaign every time a season rolls round. If 


you are willing to take the matter up with uz,. 


I feel sure that arrangements can be made that 
will work a benefit to all.”

OUR PARIS LETTER, 


(From oun CORRESPONDENT). 


Paris, November 8. 


Paris has at last definitely accepted the 
fact that we are within measurable distance 
of winter, and althongh one still sees plenty 
of people seated. outside of the cafés at the 
“absinthe hour,” one ro longer, except at the 
favorite establishments where there is 4 first:

Tho Kaiser is disappointed because France 
bas not responded to bis advances. Alsace- 
Lorraine is, as he perceives, a barrier to a close 
entente. All sorts of suggestions have been 
made by way of solving the thorny problem, 
but the latest; which emanates, as usual, from 
a Teutonic source, is 80 very eccentric that it 
really deserves mention. ‘The Emperor wonld, 
if this idea were adopted, put the following 
proposition before the two peoples : Lorraine 
to be restored to France, who, in return, would 
hand over to Germany Corsica, the southern 
portion of Madagascar, and Cambodia, it being 
farther stipulated that neither Power should 


keep a garrison within twenty-five miles of its | 


frontier. ‘The notion that the French would 
give up Corsica to the Germanr, havirg them 
as south-eastern, as well as eastern, neighbours, 
and allowing them to get in the thin end of 
the wedge in Madagascar and their lodo-China 
territory, is too anpractical to deserve serious 
attention for a moment. After all that has 
recently occurred in connection with Morocco,

M. de Lanessan con- 
sidera that Frenchmen are entitled to think it 
very ‘singolar that Germany should fail to 
anderstand the real extent of the sacrifices 
France has made in acquiescing in the depar- 
tare of M. Delcassé at the beck and call 
of s foreign Power.

ARMY AND NAVY. 


(From our CoRRESPONDENT). 


London, November 4. 


To-day the 8.8. Dunera left Southampton 
with artillery and infantry drafta on board for 
Ezypt, Ceylon, Singapore, and Hong Kong. 
The liner is due at Port Said on the 17th inst. 


The vacant msjority in the Rifls Brigade 
has been filled by the promotion of Captain 
and Bravet Lieutenant-Coloned G. H. The- 
siger, who is presently the senior cfiiser 
in charge of Musketry at Sslisbury Plain. 
Lieut.-Col. Thesiger joined the “Green-jxckets” 
in March, 1890, and was adjatant of the 2od 
Battalion in the Khartoum Expedition, 1890 
(mentioned in despatches, brevet majority, 
medal, Khedive’s medal with clasp), ani 
with the same battalion he shared in the 
defence of Ladysmith, and was severely 
wounded in the battle of the 6th January, 
(mentioned in despatches, brevet lientenant 
colonelcy, medal with clasps).

all others. Failore then was referred to various 
causes ; seldom, if ever, to the right one ; and 
suggested remedies have been put forward for 
all with vo result but increasing confusion and 
the continual postponement of reform. The 
trath is that the word reform is a misnomer, 
and the crying need for it has never been 
made out explicitly. Once again we must 
emphasise the real desideratam. We want 
means, not methods ; the latter will serve, 
always, if the former are forthooming. They 
were wholly inadequate in the last crisis, and 
they will assuredly be the same in the next, 
80 long as repeated experiment and increasing 
cbange in machinery are placed first in our 
requirements, We ave for ever acking some- 
thiog new instead of accapting some planu- 
sible, even possible, theory and giving it a 
chance. The public, in its restlessness, 
is like a man perpetually polling off a ban- 
dage to look at his wounded leg. Plaster of 
Paris is the proper treatment, and a period 
of absolute rest and quiescence is most needed. 
We may not agrea with the present Secre- 
tary of State's pet proposals, and yet in 
common fairness let us give them a trial. 
Just now he is being taken rather undoly to 
task ; he is taxed with inaccuracy and mis- 
leading statement. We decline to believe the 
results alleged to have been achieved for 
the new long-service enlistment ; we scout 
all hope of obtaining a short-service army. 


The malcontents may be perfectly right, but | 


they have still to prove their case. It is 
wiser, surely, to hear what facts are adduced 
by the authorities in their defence, and wait 
till we get chapter and verse in the shape 
of official figures about which there can be 
no misunderstanding.
